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Woodmead Halls threatens to 
close toilets after council spat 


THE future of public toilets at the Woodmead 
Halls in Lyme Regis is in jeopardy as man¬ 
agers have threatened to close the facilities 
following a heated dispute with the town 
council over how they are funded. 

The Woodmead Halls Management Committee an¬ 
nually receives £24,000 from the town council for the 
running of the toilets, which are open all day for car 
park users and the general public, under a Service 
Level Agreement (SLA). However, in more recent 
times, the council has referred to this agreement as a 
“grant”, which was described at last week’s council 
meeting as “fictional” and “misleading”. 

The matter was raised last week as the Woodmead 
Halls was listed among the organisations the council 
gives major grants to each year. 

Councillor Stan Williams, who is chairman of the 
Woodmead Halls Management Committee, argued 
strongly against the funding being labelled a grant and 
blamed the previous council administration for first 
referring to it in this way. 

He said that by using the council’s grant budget to 
fund the SLA with the halls, the authority was effec¬ 
tively “stealing” funds from other local organisations. 

Councillor Williams was backed by his daughter, 
fellow councillor Anita Williams, who added that re¬ 
ferring to the funding as a grant, rather than a contrac¬ 
tual agreement, would give the halls a disadvantage 
when applying for actual grant funding for its planned 
extension. 
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“Nobody ever referred to it as a grant until the pre¬ 
vious council came into office in 2011,” argued Coun¬ 
cillor Stan Williams. 

“It was always a straight business agreement paid 
out of the council’s normal funds... we provide a 
service for which we get paid.” 

Councillor Williams added that if the money used 
to pay the halls did not come out of the grant budget, 
smaller organisations would have been able to have 
the full amount they requested during the annual 
minor grants procedure earlier this year. 

“The [Woodmead Halls] committee is very certain 
that this is a business agreement and we are not pre¬ 
pared to go further down the road,” he said. 

Private meeting 

“You have now until January 5th when our commit¬ 
tee meets again and something has to be sorted out. 
This is not legal; it’s not true that it’s a grant. 

“I had no idea that for the last three years you have 
been stealing money out of the grant budget for us. 
The committee is devastated by what you are suggest¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Williams later confirmed with the View 
From Lyme Regis that councillors attended a private 
briefing meeting to discuss the budget and possible 
grants the previous meeting, of which he walked out 
of saying the discussion should have been held in 
public. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said he was

sure the council was keen to continue supporting the 
halls and to come to an “amicable agreement”. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe praised the standard of 
the Woodmead Halls toilets but questioned why they 


cost £10,000 more than public toilets elsewhere in the 
town. 

Councillor Williams said he did not understand how 
toilets could be managed for any less and asked to see 
the total costs of the Marine Parade toilets, including 
business rates, repair and maintenance costs, etc. 

“Even with their [Marine Parade toilets] dreadful 
reputation for being rubbish, untidy and smelly, I 
don’t see how you can do it for any less than at the 
Woodmead Halls,” he added. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, who is the council’s 
representative on the Woodmead Halls committee, 
said that those using the toilets were not all from the 
car park or general public; some people who booked 
the halls also used the facilities. 

In light of this, she suggested that in future the halls 
could be given £15,000 under the SLA for manage-

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Local facilities awarded more than £59,000 in 
government scheme to revive coastal towns 


FOUR Lyme Regis and Charmouth facilities 
have been awarded their share of £3million of 
government funding to secure seaside attrac¬ 
tions for generations to come. 

Grants from the Coastal Revival Fund for Lyme 
Regis area totalled more than £59,000 with the Marine 
Theatre receiving £39,000 for the repair of its roof, 
The Hub youth club winning £10,000 for continued 
refurbishment of the facility, and the Town Mill re¬ 
ceiving £8,800 to fund a feasibility study on how to 
expand the attraction. 

Charmouth Coastwatch has also won £1,850 to help 
furnish and equip the listed Napoleonic Lookout hut 
above Charmouth Beach. 

The local facilities are four of 77 projects across the 
country which have received up to £55,000 each to 
help revive seaside towns so they can diversify their 
economy, attract investment and secure their long¬ 
term future. 

Since 2012, more than £120million has been in¬ 
vested in coastal towns through the Coastal Commu¬ 
nities Fund, which is helping local people regenerate 
cherished seaside areas. 

Earlier this year, the government announced 118 
Coastal Community Teams (CCTs), including one set 
up in Lyme Regis and Charmouth led by LymeFor- 
ward co-ordinator Adrian Ragbourne, to encourage 
local businesses, councils and voluntary groups to 
work together to create a long-term strategy for their 
community and submit bids for funding. 

Mr Ragbourne said: “We are delighted that the Lyme 
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Regis CCT has been so successful; this is testimony 
to the way in which everyone has pulled together and 
supported our overall economic plan being created for 
the area. 

“The Department for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment is keen to support areas that have a cohesive 
plan with broad support from its community, and this 
should enable us to generate further funding over the 
next four years.” 

Speaking on the grant for the Marine Theatre, artis¬ 
tic director Clemmie Reynolds said: “I am absolutely 
thrilled to have been awarded this substantial grant of 
£39,000 from the Coastal Revival Fund to fix the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre’s roof. 

“This money will enable us to repair the critical 
structural damage of the theatre's exterior and large 
hole in the roof that regularly leaks rain water into the 
beautiful historic interior. This damage is a result of 
both the theatre's age and seaside location, and if left 
undone, would have threatened the continued survival 
of the theatre that is at the heart of the community of 
Lyme Regis. 

“I am so relieved that this 121 year old gem of a the¬ 
atre can be restored and preserved for future genera¬ 
tions to enjoy.” 

Following news that the theatre had been awarded 
£39,000, the town council will tonight (Wednesday) 


Lifeboat launched to help sailing club members 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew was launched on Saturday 
morning after two boats from the town's sailing 
club capsized in rough seas to the east of the har¬ 
bour. 

It is understood that the club's safety RIB - rigid in¬ 
flatable boat - with two people aboard overturned 
as it went to the assistance of one person aboard a 
dinghy, which also capsized. All three reached shore 
safely. 

The incident took place close to rocks known as 
Broad Ledge at about 11.20am 

The alarm was raised by people ashore, including 
the RNLI's volunteer community safety officer, 
Richard Finch, who saw people waving in the Broad 


Ledge area. 

The dinghy reached shore, but the safety boat was 
stuck on rocks. Because the tide was still dropping 
the lifeboat crew were unable to reach the RIB, but 
coastguards and lifeboat crew members were later 
attempting to right the RIB. 

After the RIB was righted it was anchored until 
later in the afternoon when the lifeboat was 
launched again at 3.15pm to tow the safety boat 
into harbour in difficult sea conditions with an esti¬ 
mated eight foot swell. 

The lifeboat crew re¬ 
turned to harbour at 


consider boosting this by up to £10,000 to maximise 
the benefit of the Coastal Revival Fund. 

Co-ordinator of The Hub, Diane Earle, commented: 
“This money is a lifeline for The Hub. It will help us 
to replace the windows that are in urgent need of at¬ 
tention and contribute towards our refurbishment pro¬ 
gramme. 

“The Hub provides employment for up to 12 people 
in all and provides a venue for more than 200 children 
per week so this is a great way to end the year.” 

Gary Willis, chairman of the Town Mill Trust, said 
the grant would be used to carry out a full review of 
how space at the mill us used. 

“Success with this bid is fantastic. Lyme really 
needs all weather, out of season visitor attractions and 
facilities which will enhance the local economy and 
support small businesses,” he added. 

“We believe The Town Mill can help and this 
money will enable us to figure what, how and if we 
really can. 

“We have for some time seen the potential for the 
mill to develop its operations in a way that enables us 
to have more artisan/start-up businesses. We would 
also like to combine this with facilities to provide a 
shop window for these artisans and space to run arti¬ 
san skills development workshops. 

“To move this thinking forward we require a full re¬ 
view of how we use our space at the mill and some 
creative input around how we might develop the 
space we have. Within this we also wanted to explore 
how we might move aspects of the mill towards an 
all-weather space, suitable for a mix of uses. 

“Underpinning all this is the desire to see how the 
mill could help support the local economy via new 
jobs and ‘out of season’ activities. 

“The funds we have won from the Coastal Revival 
Fund will allow us to get the expert help we need to 
undertake the feasibility stage of this project.” 

Michael Seaman, senior watchkeeper from Char¬ 
mouth Coastwatch, commented: “When opened in the 


spring and this grant will allow the Lyme Bay Coast¬ 
watch team to provide additional, much-needed 
coastal safety in the bay. As well as basic furnishings, 
we will now be able to purchase portable solar panels 
and VHF radios.”

Lyme mourns loss of kind and 
friendly community stalwart 


A LYME Regis resident who honeymooned in the 
town and then returned in retirement has died, aged 
84. 

Bernard Spencer , admired greatly in the town for 
his kindness and friendly demeanour, died in Lyme 
Regis Nursing Home on December 8th after a long 
illness, borne with great dignity. 

Mr Spencer and his wife Molly retired to Lyme in 
1998 and immersed themselves in local life, support¬ 
ing many local groups and good causes, being partic¬ 
ularly active in one of the town’s most respected 
organisations, the Lyme Regis Society. 

Mr Spencer was born and educated in Reading. He 
met his wife-to-be when they worked in the same 
building in Reading, marrying in the Berkshire town 
in 1957 and spending their honeymoon in Lyme 
Regis, staying at the Alexandra Hotel. 

Having spent his National Service in the RAL, 
working on radar, Mr Spencer worked in the electron¬ 
ics industry, retiring at 60 after managing three 
branches of a London-based company in Reading, 
Salisbury and Exeter. 

Mr Spencer was a keen cyclist and he and his wife 
enjoyed many cycling holidays. At the age of 65, he 
undertook a ride from Dieppe to Zurich, completed 
in ten days. 

After Mr Spencer retired, the couple moved to 
Emsworth before looking for a home near the sea on 
the south coast. They did not want to live in one of 
the bigger resorts and remembered they had stayed in 
Lyme for their honeymoon and decided to move to 
the town. 

Mr Spencer threw himself immediately into local 
life, rescuing the ailing Lyme Regis Society, serving 
first as treasurer and then chairman. His work was 
recognised by the Civic Society for increasing mem¬ 
bership and he received a certificate from Viscountess 
Cobham. 

He wrote two booklets - “Signs of History” and 
“Roaming Lyme’s Landscape” - and also penned two

novels. 

Mr Spencer served on a number of committees in 
the town, including the Woodmead Halls, the Marine 
Parade Shelters Steering Group, the Coastal Lorum 
and the Philpot Museum. 

He was renowned for his acts of kindness and reg¬ 
ularly visited day centres in Lyme, Bridport and 
Beaminster playing recorded music. 

Mr Spencer, who had great energy and was rarely 
unoccupied, formed a creative writing group for the 
U3A organisation and became an Honoured Citizen 
of Lyme during the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee cele¬ 
brations in 2012 for his services to the community. 

A funeral service will be held at Weymouth Crema¬ 
torium on Monday, December 21st at 1pm.

Legion seeks details of Lyme man 
who fought under Australian flag 


ROYAL British Legion officials in 
Lyme Regis have discovered that a 
local man died in one of the two world 
wars fighting under the Australian flag. 

The name of Lyme Regis appears on 
a memorial in Hyde Park, London, 
commemorating nearly 24,000 towns 
from around the world in which Aus¬ 
tralian soldiers who made the supreme 
sacrifice were born. 

The memorial comprises a semi-cir¬ 
cular curved wall of grey-green granite 
slabs, cut in Western Australia before 
being shipped to London for unveiling 
in 2008. 

The granite stones are inscribed with 


the names of 23,844 towns in which 
the Australian soldiers were born, in 
Australia, the UK and elsewhere. 

Parts of some town names are picked 
out in bolder type, creating the names 
of 47 battles in which Australia was in¬ 
volved in a larger font. 

In summer months, water runs down 
over the names, intended to evoke 
“memories of service, suffering and 
sacrifice”. The curved wall is set facing 
a downwards slope of grass, forming 
an amphitheatre. 

Now efforts are being made to find 
out who the Lyme-born man was. 

Legion President Philip Evans ex¬ 


plains how the discovery was made: 
“My brother John and his wife Chris¬ 
tine were visiting London recently and 
came across the memorial in Hyde 
Park. And they were amazed to see the 
name of Lyme Regis on the memorial.” 

Legion chairman David Manners said 
he was unaware that a Lyme-born man 
fought under the Australian flag and 
lost his life in one of the world con¬ 
flicts. 

Mr Evans added: “I hope we can 
track down who the Lyme man was 
and ensure that his great sacrifice is re¬ 
membered in an appropriate fashion in 
his home town. We are contacting Aus¬ 


tralia House to see if they can help.” 

Legion member Vernon Rattenbury, 
who served in the Royal Navy, will 
also be enlisted to help solve the mys¬ 
tery. Mr Rattenbury has researched the 
circumstances of all those from Lyme 
who died in the First World War with 
details being published in the View 
from Lyme Regis on the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of their death. 

If any local family has any informa¬ 
tion which may lead to identifying the 
Lyme man who fought for Australia 
they should contact Mr Evans on

LYME Regis Post Office has been saved from clo¬ 
sure thanks to new sub-postmaster Bill Mc¬ 
Gowan. 

The threat of potential closure has hung over 
the post office in Broad Street for several years, 
after outgoing sub-postmaster Les Gilbert 
shared his plans to retire. However, Mr Gilbert 
remained in place until a replacement was fi¬ 
nally found to ensure the branch remained 
open. 

New sub-postmaster Mr McGowan now con¬ 
firms the branch is safe from closure and, after 
a busy Christmas season, he is planning to give 
the post office a complete revamp in the New 
Year. 

Mr McGowan has worked for the post office 
for 30 years and comes to Lyme Regis following 
a two year breakfrom running his last branch in 
Cattistock. 


District council referendum given go ahead 


ELECTORAL Services at West Dorset District Council have con¬ 
firmed that the Public First group’s petition - aimed at reverting the 
council from a ‘cabinet’ to a ‘committee’ system of governance - 
has been validated. 

A total of 4,069 valid signatures was required under the rules of 
the 2011 Localism Act for WDDC to instigate the referendum, but 
Public First collected more than 6,000 signatures in total. 

Petition manager John Grantham said: “We’re delighted, and are 
very grateful to all who have so keenly supported this campaign. 

“We are also grateful to the Electoral Services team for completion 
prior to Christmas. When the referendum comes - possibly, we un¬ 
derstand, on May 5th to coincide with the Police Commissioner’s 
election - people of all parties and political persuasions will have 
the opportunity to vote for a more democratic ‘committee’ system 
of governance. 

“We believe West Dorset is second only to Fylde Borough Council 
in achieving a referendum - which they won - under the Localism 


Act to revert to a ‘committee’ system. 

“Though in Canterbury, as the city council saw a public petition 
making strong headway, their council decided voluntarily to convert 
back to the ‘committee’ system and avoided the cost to the commu¬ 
nity of running a referendum. 

“The fact that at both our main public meetings 99 per cent - a total 
of over 500 people - voted by raising arms in favour of the ‘com¬ 
mittee’ over the ‘cabinet’ system, and that in our travels in obtaining 
over 6,000 signatures we remember only a total of 38 people stating 
they definitely preferred the ‘cabinet’ system, gives us confidence. 

“But we’ll campaign throughout West Dorset over the coming four 
months, examining the strengths of the ‘committee’ over the ‘cabi¬ 
net’ system in the West Dorset context. 

“It’s not about party politics. It’s about a fairer, more democratic, 
more proportionate and open system of governance being re-intro- 
duced, and one that uses better the skills of all the councillors elected 
into council.”

DON'T DRINK AND DRWE 


The festive season is now upon us and with it comes work nights out and an 
opportunity to catch up with friends and family. But for all too many, it's 
tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. 


I N THE last 50 years road casualties caused 
by drink driving have fallen dramatically, 
but in 2013, there were still 240 deaths due 
to drink driving - accounting for 14% of all 
road fatalities. By drinking and driving, you 
risk your life, those of your passengers and 
others on the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your ability 
to drive. 

THE LAW 

There are strict alcohol limits for UK drivers: 
In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 
• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the legal 
alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 
• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how much 
alcohol you can drink and stay below the 
limit. The way alcohol affects you depends 
on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 
• what you've eaten recently 
• your stress levels at the time 
So if you're driving, it's better to have none for 
the road.

DRINK DRIVING 

• Don't drink and drive, the only safe limit 
is none. 

• You can still be over the limit the morning 
after. 

• Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 

• Get caught drink driving and you will be 
treated like any other criminal. 

• A drink driving conviction will stay on 
your licence for 11 years. 

• Program a phone number for a licensed 
taxi company into your mobile phone 
before you go out. 

• If you are caught drink driving you will be 
required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from 
driving or imprisoned.

if you are convicted of drink driving, includ¬ 
ing: 

• A minimum 12 month driving ban 

• A criminal record 

• A hefty fine 

• An endorsement on your license

However, this list does not reflect the every¬ 
day consequences of being caught drink 
driving which can include: 

• Increase in car insurance costs 

• Job loss 

• Trouble getting in to countries 
like the USA 

• The shame of having a criminal record 

• Loss of independence 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists calcu¬ 
late that a drink drive conviction could cost 
between £20,000 - £50,000 as a result of fines, 
solicitors fees, increase in car insurance and 
loss of job.

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Woodmead Halls toilets could be shut down if 
agreement cannot be made on £24k funding

ment of the toilets, and the remaining £10,000 could 
be made up through a grant, which the halls committee 
could put towards the toilets or anything else it wanted. 

“We can’t justify the expense of £24,000 when the 
toilets are also used by people who use that hall,” she 
added. 

Councillor Anita Williams said the discussion was 
“interesting but doesn’t reflect reality”, as the funding 
was not a grant but a contractual agreement. 

“It was never a grant. A previous councillor was al¬ 
ways of the view that it was a grant, but that was not 
what this council agreed,” she added. 

Referring to the town clerk’s report, she continued: 
“I don’t understand why the report doesn’t refer to the 
running of the toilets... This report, for reasons I really 
don’t understand, refers to it as a grant. It’s incorrect, 
it’s wrong, it’s trying to re-write history. It should be 
withdrawn because it’s factually incorrect, it doesn’t 
reflect the real situation; it was actually suggested to 
me by one member of the public that it was mislead¬ 
ing.” 

Town clerk John Wright defended his report, saying 
it did go on to explain that the council had an SLA with 
Woodmead Halls. 

He added that £24,000 was “a lot of money for con¬ 
tributing to a toilet which is only partially used by the 
public”. 

“I would advise very strongly that the council recon¬ 
siders this,” he said. 

“If the council wants to make good any difference it 
should be looking at making a grant. There’s ab¬ 
solutely nothing wrong with the town council funding 
a community centre, but to justify a level of expendi¬ 
ture called a Service Level Agreement on a relatively 
small proportion of that facility, I think is actually mis¬ 
leading.” 

Councillor Anita Williams replied: “That’s lovely but 
that’s not what you’ve put in your papers. If you want 
this council to reconsider the costings, those costings 


should be here and they’re not. 

“It’s absolutely disingenuous to suggest that using 
the word ‘grant’ in a report and then talking about an 
SLA later somewhat fixes it. 

“If you think the figures are wrong, that’s fine and 
that’s for this council to consider. To put in slur that 
the Woodmead Halls is misleading the council on the 
figures, which is what was just said, on a deal that was 
agreed by this council...” 

Mr Wright interrupted, saying this is not what he 
meant. 

Councillor Larcombe asked what the Woodmead 
Halls would want if the council could no longer give 
the full amount under an SLA. 

Councillor Stan Willi ams replied: “Woodmead Halls 
is quite prepared to call the deal off. We make no 
money out of it... it’s a nightmare.” 

Fictional 

Addressing the town clerk, he continued: “We need 
you to do a proper check on your Marine Parade toilets 
and tell us what they really cost. I don’t believe your 
figures are near the truth. How much money have you 
really spent? Do you know what your men are doing? 
You don’t even have time sheets.” 

Councillor Anita Williams added: “The Woodmead 
Halls committee wants the truth to be reflected, which 
is that they entered in good faith an SLA to run the toi¬ 
lets. They didn’t put in a grant application, there is no 
grant application, this is fictional. 

“The halls committee objects hugely to the sugges¬ 
tion that they are ripping off the council in some way 
or changing the goalposts. They’re not changing any¬ 
thing, they’re doing exactly what they always have 
done.” 

The town clerk said: “The net expenditure of the 
Woodmead Halls is about £24,000. We are being 
charged that for part of the halls, for one of two sets of 
toilets. In addition there’s two halls there; it’s all paid 
for, its services, all costs are being met by the town 
council. 


“We can’t justify that level of expenditure. We can 
support them with an SLA for the toilets... but can we 
justify it at that level? I think the answer’s no. If the 
council wants to consider making good any difference 
with a grant, I think that’s fine.” 

Councillor Stan Williams argued that the Woodmead 
Halls provided high-standard public toilets 365 days a 
year, adding: “If you don’t want it, don’t have it.” 

Attempting to bring the discussion to an end, the 
mayor said both parties had abided by the agreement 
and it was being reviewed for next year. 

“I think you’ve made your point,” he added. 

Councillor Anita Williams argued: “Sorry, but it’s not 
being reviewed, it’s being put forward as a grant.” 

She asked the council if they could agree that the 
funding was not a grant and was part of an SLA. 

Councillor Lovell responded: “I accept that what we 
have is an SLA at this point in time.” 

Councillor Reynolds asked: “Can we also agree that 
it’s always been paid out of the grant pot?” 

Councillor Stan Williams replied: “No, only in the 
last four years. We have objected ever since... You’ll 
get the toilets shut down.” 

He then asked the town clerk to look for any previous 


TOWN councillors have agreed to defer handing out 
next year's major grants until February to create a 
"fair and open" process in which other organisations 
will be able to apply for funding. 

Councillors were last week asked to consider if 
they wanted to repeat grants made annually to local 
organisations, including the Marine Theatre, Ly- 
meForward, The Hub and Woodmead Halls. How¬ 
ever, town clerk John Wright pointed out a "flaw" in 
this process and suggested that members should 
defer the decision, allowing other organisations to 
apply for £95,700 available. 


minutes of council meetings which referred to the 
Woodmead Halls funding as a grant, saying he 
wouldn’t be able to find anything. 

“I hope you do that, I hope you look out all of my 
back records,” he added. 

The town clerk commented: “This is getting incred¬ 
ibly personalised.” 

“It is personal,” Councillor Williams replied. 

The mayor commented: “You’ve made your presen¬ 
tation, we’ve all heard what you said and there are de¬ 
cisions to be made, possibly tonight.” 

Councillor Williams: “Decisions need to be made by 
January 5th. My committee has made their decision on 
how they will treat it, it’s finished.” 

The council later looked at allocating its major grants 
for the next financial year, which included Woodmead 
Halls, as well as the Marine Theatre, LymeForward and 
The Hub. 

No further discussion was held on whether the Wood¬ 
mead Halls should be considered as a grant or not, and 
members agreed to defer allocating all major grants 
until February (see below), to allow other organisations 
to come forward and apply for funding. 


Some councillors raised concerns that delaying the 
awarding of grants would cause problems for the 
Marine Theatre, Hub and LymeForward, which all 
employ staff which may rely on the funding. 

Councillor Anita Williams repeated her earlier ar¬ 
gument that funding for the Woodmead Halls was 
not a grant, and was part of a Service Level Agree¬ 
ment (see above), as was funding for LymeForward. 

However, it was agreed to defer the decision until 
February and open up the funding to other local or¬ 
ganisations.

Town centre car park sold for f727k 


THE Pitt House car park in Broad 
Street, Lyme Regis, has been sold at 
auction for £727,000. 

The freehold of the 0.62 acre site, 
behind Tesco Express, was bought 
at an auction held by property con¬ 
sultancy Allsop last week, resulting 
in concerns over a potential loss of 
much-needed town centre car 
parking. However, the site will con¬ 
tinue to operate as a car park as the 


existing lease with National Car 
Parks Ltd. (NCP) does not expire 
until 2037. 

In the sale particulars, the site was 
described as a "well located free¬ 
hold car park investment", with 
NCP currently paying £35,325 an¬ 
nual rent to operate it as a car park, 
but added that the site "may lend 
itself to future development op¬ 
portunities on expiry of the lease".

I F the government offered you 
£755,000 for the good of Dorset res¬ 
idents, how would you spend it? Sup¬ 
port for the threatened youth service or 
children’s centres? Something extra to¬ 
wards adult social care? More subsidy 
for buses? 

Or would you use it to create ‘a combined au¬ 
thority... a separate legal entity’, additional to the 
county council plus Dorset’s eight district and bor¬ 
ough councils, ‘to explore new ways of working 
together... to develop a strategic approach to hous¬ 
ing, transport, economic development and regen¬ 
eration, skills and coast protection... and to 
accelerate economic growth and prosperity’? 

I thought not. Yet that’s what Dorset’s county 
and district councils are doing - though believing 
that £755,000 will be the end of it puts hope over 
experience. This extra ‘combined authority’ would 
have to pay for ‘keeping separate accounts and 
records, additional audit fees and the costs of 
statutory officers required by what will be consid¬ 
ered a separate local government body.’ A recent 
report in the Dorset Echo suggests costs of 
£300,000 a year. 

Forgive the jargon: it’s important to quote from 
the horse’s mouth. 

Now why should all these councils need a super¬ 
bureaucracy to get them working together, think¬ 
ing ‘strategically’, and making us prosper? There’s 
already a ‘strategic’ county council; the Dorset 
Local Enterprise Partnership promotes economic 
development; West Dorset District Council pro¬ 
claims its union with Weymouth & Portland and 
North Dorset. If the councils need to work more 
closely together, why not just carry on? 


Perhaps there’s huge public demand? Did you join 
the public consultation early in the year? This was, 
apparently, publicised by ‘contacting businesses or 
representative organisations and through individual 
councils, councillors, employees and parish / town 
councils. A press release was also issued and Twitter 
and Facebook used to promote the consultation.’ So 
how many valid responses came from Dorset’s pop¬ 
ulation of around 755,000? Just 125! 

Worse, a document from WDDC notes that ‘The 
case for a combined authority is heavily reliant on a 
survey. Persons surveyed appear to have been con¬ 
fused about the nature of a combined authority and 
there appears to have been an assumption that it rep¬ 
resented a combined unitary authority. ’ 

Not much public interest or understanding, then. 
Would you say that’s significant, in a democracy? 
But maybe our rulers thought so hard, and are so cer¬ 
tain of what’s good for us, that we should simply trust 
them? 

Possibly. But that WDDC document comments: 
‘The Governance Review, while saying that a Com¬ 
bined Authority could be able to consolidate a set of 
fragmented bodies and powers, says nothing about 
how in practice this can be made to work effectively. ’ 
Referring to the absence of ‘Specific plans for how a 
combined authority for Dorset will deliver better in¬ 
frastructure, skills and productivity’ it notes that ‘the 


review has not sufficiently set out the business plan 
or the governance arrangements to demonstrate 
that it will be successful.’ 

Another WDDC document fears ‘additional bu¬ 
reaucracy would be created, that a combined au¬ 
thority would lead to undue emphasis on one part 
of the county (the Bournemouth / Poole conurba¬ 
tion) and the potential for loss of local decision 
making / influence.’ Just read this paragraph again! 
Yet WDDC is going along with the idea. 

So, why? ‘A combined authority is likely to be a 
pre-requisite to gaining devolved powers and new 
freedoms and flexibilities from central government. 
It is also a pre-requisite for subsequently approach¬ 
ing and negotiating with Government on any devo¬ 
lution deal.’ George Osborne says: “Do it my way 
- or else.” And George Osborne holds the money 
bags. 

That’s how it always goes. Politicians talk easily 
about people having control over the welfare of 
their own communities. In practice - because 
politicians hate sharing power, and civil servants 
love their bureaucracies - change brings more com¬ 
plication, less understanding, and more expense. 

What rich pastures this new bit of Dorset’s gov¬ 
ernment would offer for officials to gambol in! 
More surveys, consultations and reviews to con¬ 
duct, more ‘partnerships’ to create, more ‘strate¬ 
gies’ to prepare, more reports to write, more 
meetings to attend... Meanwhile, people in their lo¬ 
calities are pushed further from decision-making, 
or even influence. 

The disease which makes politicians and admin¬ 
istrators forget their purpose is visible all around 
us. (Just think NHS.) So can Lyme’s town council 
resist infection? 

Being well-intentioned, with their feet on the 
ground, our councillors should be sufficiently 


strong not to be sucked into a bureaucratic quag¬ 
mire. But some unhealthy symptoms are showing. 
Like the national government, it wants to ‘engage’ 
with its public, but isn’t very good at it - witness, 
for example, the recent ‘Time to Talk’ exercise. A 
council of 14 part-time volunteers serving a com¬ 
munity of fewer than 4,000 people is developing a 
‘Corporate Plan’ for itself (delusions of grandeur?) 
yet declines to follow Charmouth and Uplyme in 
creating a Neighbourhood Plan for the town, even 
though this would benefit Lyme practically. 

Echoing district and county, it’s creating a special 
‘Scrutiny’ committee: but shouldn’t the whole 
council watch over its own far smaller workload as 
a matter of course? It wants to spend staff time pur¬ 
suing Gold Standard recognition by the Local 
Council Award Scheme - a largely paper-based as¬ 
sessment of procedures. Surely the only validation 
it needs is that most of the people, most of the time, 
approve of its conduct, competence and services. 
(It is good at paper, though: the agenda for a recent 
council meeting covered 93 pages.) 

The council holds trusteeship for the welfare of 
the whole town and all its wonderfully varied ele¬ 
ments. But listen attentively, and you can’t help 
hearing the occasional note of self-satisfied sepa¬ 
ration: the sense of somehow being an independent 
business rather than democratically accountable to 
the whole of Lyme; the feeling that “What will this 
do for the council?” sometimes replaces “What will 
this do for the town?” 

New Year’s resolutions focus on resisting temp¬ 
tations or past weaknesses. When councillors, who 
act in our name, make theirs next month, let’s hope 
they will re-assert their resolve to resist any self- 
referential (even worse, self-reverential) empire¬ 
building.

And there have been many 
examples where dogs help people with depression, 
and the elderly. They can have a profound effect."

This profound effect is at the heart of new book, 
My Dog, My Friend: Heart-Warming Tales Of Canine 
Companionship From Celebrities And Other Ex¬ 
traordinary People. 

In it, a number of people, including some high- 
profile names, share personal tales about the roles 


their beloved pooches have played in their lives. 

TV chef Antony Worrall Thompson writes: "It is 
well documented that in 2012 I had what can only 
be described as a mental breakdown. During that 
time I was grateful for the support of my family. And 
classed as family are my two faithful dogs..." 

Walking them was a much-needed source of 
"strength and solace", he reveals. 

Esther Rantzen talks about the joy and comfort a 
string of cherished mutts have brought her family 
over the years, from perking her up after a stressful 
day at work to helping them all through the dark 
days of grief following the death of her husband, 


Desmond, in 2000. 

Also featured is Nanette Mutrie, professor of phys¬ 
ical activity for health at the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, who is a firm believer in the power of 
exercise for keeping us well, inside and out - but 
that doesn't have to mean pricey gym member¬ 
ships and gruelling triathlons, regular dog-walking 
will work wonders too. 

The brilliance of dogs doesn't end there either. 
This book - supported by Samaritans with all author 
donations being donated to the charity - is also a 
reminder that owning a pooch can make a differ¬ 
ence to your all-important social life too. 


"Dogs are a fantastic aid for socialisation," says 
Platt, who has written the book's foreword. "They 
encourage people to get out, and they also attract 
attention and help you get into conversation with 
others. For some people, taking their dog for a walk 
and having a brief chat with a fellow dog-walker 
might be the only interaction they have. 

"They help structure the day, too. We all need 
structure and one of the problems that arises for 
people who are lonely, or living in isolation, is the 
collapse of structure which can have severe conse¬ 
quences. A dog can help provide that structure, in 
terms of feeding times and walking times."

• 14 tsp grated nutmeg 

• 1/2 tsp ground cinnamon 

• 1 medium Cox's eating apple, cored and 
grated 

• lOg chopped almonds 

• lOOg pine nuts 

• lOOg dark chocolate, perferably Divine

1. Put the dried fruit, chopped figs and the stout into 
a mixing bowl. Stir well then cover with clingfilm and 
leave to soak for 8-12 hours, or overnight - if possi¬ 
ble, give the mixture the odd stir now and then. 

2. The next day, beat the butter with the sugar and 
honey in a large mixing bowl, using an electric 
whisk or wooden spoon. Gradually beat in the eggs, 
beating well after each addition and fold in the flour 
until evenly mixed. 

3. In another bowl, mix the breadcrumbs with all the 
spices, grated apple, almonds and pine nuts. When 
thoroughly combined, stir into the egg mixture with 
the soaked fruit and any liquid in the bowl 

4. Break or chop the chocolate into small pieces 
and stir into the pudding mixture, making sure the 
chocolate is evenly distributed. 

5. Spoon into a 1.1 litre buttered pudding basin. Tap 
the bowl gently on the work top to expel any air 
pockets then cover with a layer of greased grease¬ 
proof paper pleated in the middle to allow for ex¬ 
pansion, then foil (or use a snap-on lid). Tie securely 
with string and loop the string across the top to 
make a handle for easy removal. 

6 . Steam or boil the pudding in a pan of boiling 
water: stand the bowl on an upturned saucer then 
pour in boiling water from the kettle so the water 
comes 2/3 up the side of the bowl. 

7. Simmer gently for 31/2 hours, topping up with boil¬ 
ing water from time to time so the pan doesnt boil 
dry. Remove the bowl from the pan and when cold 
cover with fresh paper and foil. Store in the fridge 
for up to month.. 

8 . To serve steam or boil as before for 2 hours. Turn 
out onto a platter to serve.

THECONSONE 

QUARTET 

Concerts in the West, December 3-5th 2015 
Concert Review by Anthony Pither 

Covering concerts at Exeter, Bridport, 
llminster and Lyme Regis 


THIS WAS the final series of classical concerts of 2015, 
given by the period instrument group, the Consone 
Quartet. Although only founded at the Royal College of 
Music, London three years ago, the Quartet members 
play with the suave confidence that belies their rela¬ 
tively brief existence. 

The Lithuanian-Polish leader, Agata Darashkaite, 
moved to England at 14 years to study at the Yehudi 
Menuhin School, while second violinist, Magdalena 
Loth-Hill, was educated at Chetham's School of Music 
and violist, Louise Tatlow, was at the Guildhall School 
of Music and Drama before graduating from the Royal 
College of Music (RCM). Cellist George Ross came to the 
RCM after being a student at the Purcell School. Each 
member of the Consone Quartet has gained consider¬ 
able experience as a solo performer. 

Their programme included music by the 16-year-old 
Schubert. A rather serious Overture in C minor and a 
collection of German Dances, essentially entertainment 
music, were brought off with aplomb, Agata's tone was 
always positive and her melodies shone, while one was 
well aware of George's rich bass line. 

Haydn's first minor-key quartet of importance, Op 20 
No 5, and Mozart's final chamber music creation, the 
String Quartet in F major K590, are both intricately writ¬ 
ten works. In each, we were witnessing the art of coun¬ 
terpoint, used to heighten the expression of often 
simple ideas. Performance requires an innate sense of 
communication between players and this was always 
very apparent. Each player aspired to a particular tone 
emanating from the use of gut strings. There was a con¬ 
sistently strong sense of expression. 

This great string quartet brought Concerts in the West's 
considerable musical contribution to the region in 2015 
to an uplifting conclusion. Once again, audiences appre¬ 
ciated the playing of some of the very best young string 
players in the intimacy of the recital room.

reflective particles to bounce light around, 
and work especially well in gloomy, north¬ 
facing rooms. 

2. FINISHED YOUR DIY JOBS: It's easy to live 
with unfinished DIY jobs, but once you've 
decided to put your home on the market, 
dodgy DIY is a big no-no. It can put buyers off 
and make them think they'll need to spend 
more time and money finishing the work than 
they necessarily will.

built-in or in the loft or garden, or get the stuff 
out of your home and into a storage unit. 

5. SPACE: Make the most of the space you 
have - put a dining table in the kitchen (as 
long as it isn’t a squeeze) to turn it into a 
kitchen-diner, and put the biggest bed you 
can comfortably fit in each bedroom. If you 
have a study or home office and the room 
would be more valuable as a bedroom, swap 
the desk for a bed, at least while you sell. The 
trick is to make your home easy for buyers to 
imagine as their home, and to move on 
emotionally so you can move on physically. 

HOW-TO TIP: Worklights are invaluable when 
the days are shorter, but they're really bright 
and can cause you to see imperfections you 
wouldn't normally see in either daylight or 
artificial light (depending on the type of arti¬ 
ficial light in the room).This can mean you end 
up doing more work than you need to, if, for 
example, you're filling walls and woodwork. 
Directing the light away from where you're 
working helps, so you benefit from the light 
but it's not directly illuminating what you're 
working on. Worklights are also brilliant for 
drying things quickly, including paint and 
filler, and give off a surprising amount of heat, 
so they can be used to warm up a room in 
preparation for painting. Paint shouldn't be 
applied in temperatures below 10°C.

LYME Regis hopes of clinching back- 
to-back promotions received what ap¬ 
pears to be a fatal body blow as they 
were on the wrong end of four 
penalty decisions a Duckes Meadow. 

The team can have no complaints 
about the three awarded against 
them, but referee Adam Dobbin failed 
to award what appeared to be a 
stonewall one in the their favour 
when Dec Ellis was brought down in 
the Uni area in the 73rd minute.
